fore her death. Irons grew up 
in Sierra Madre and left here 
in 1965 with her husband, 
Russell.

over in her grave. She told us 
to keep this piece of property 
if we sold everything else. We 
decided to sell and listed the 
property on Apr. 1. It was set 
fire to on Apr. 2,” she ex- 


was responsible for building 
the bomb to set fire to the 
home on Grandview and 
chose a gas, he explained.

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and soon the entire house 
was engulfed by roaring 
flames, fully contained.

Fire Chief Marc Mueller 
explained, “Our intent with 
both of these drills under ac¬ 
tual fire fighting conditions 
was to demolish the house as 
totally’as possible. We told 
the owners we would like to 
use it under those conditions 
for a specific time — to be re¬ 
turned by July 1.” 

Two hours after the Law¬ 
less mansion was engulfed by 
flames, Terry Sanderson’s 
roof about '/4-mile north was 
on fire and, according to the 
fire chief, the cause is “un¬ 
known.” 

The fire, a six-square foot 
patch, was quickly ex¬ 
tinguished by a neighbor 
with a garden hose before 
firemen were able to reach 
the site. 

“It was an old age class 
wood shake shingle roof 
which is unsafe,” Mueller 
stated. Arcadia Fire Engine 3 
was called but never actually 
got to the site, he concluded.

Reactions to last week’s 
lead story concerning the 
possible availability of what 
some would term porno¬ 
graphy on the Sierra Madre 
cable television system have 
been varied. 

The one analogous con¬ 
cern voiced by everyone in¬ 
terviewed is the question of 
how available adult movies 
are to the children in the 
community. 

Last week’s City Council 
meeting opened up a can of 
worms when several religious 
leaders in Sierra Madre stated 
they had viewed, in a private 
screening, material they said 
should have been labeled 
“X” instead of “R” because 
of its pornographic scenes. 

The group said they had 
seen “very objectionable” 
material videotaped from the 
Showtime channel, a pay TV 
cable service costing about 
$9.95 monthly. 

City Council members 
assured the group they would 
research the problem and 
come to some conclusion at 
next month's meeting. Rev. 
David Rickard told the News 
Monday the group would .re¬ 
appear before the council at 


the July 13 meeting and he 
requested community input 
at that meeting. 

It seems to be a question of 
whether or not children are 
able to unscramble channels 
to view the objectionable sta¬ 
tions. 

Don Dewey, president of 
R.C. Modeler and one of 

those objecting to the availa¬ 
bility of pornographic mater¬ 
ial to children, said, “I guess 
one of the things we didn’t 
get across (at last week’s City 
Council meeting) was that 
these kid^ know how to un¬ 
scramble HBO and Show¬ 
time. A kid showed me how 
to do it and sure enough I 
was able to do it on my set. 
I’ve had Showtime for awhile 
but I hardly ever watch it. 
Kids started talking about it 
and I thought maybe I’d 
better look at the station. 
People are going to say ‘If 
you don’t like it don’t sub¬ 
scribe to it.’ The point is the 
kids are seeing it and I don’t 
think most people are aware 
of what’s available. 

“Suppose a store selling 
pornographic material and 
adult books opened in Sierra 
Madre. People would be 


irate and would be down 
immediately at the City 
Council. Kids turn on TV, 
unscramble it and watch 
those things. That’s what 
bothers me. 1 know there are 
people who will call it censor¬ 
ship but people usually im¬ 
pose their own censorship. 
We won’t buy Triple X stuff. 
It’s our adult choice to watch 
but we can’t control what 
kids watch. 

What Is Obscenity? 

“How do you define ob¬ 
scenity? I’m the last person 
who’d want censorship. I be¬ 
long to the American Pub¬ 
lishers and American Film 
Institute. I don’t feel you can 
totally control what a kid can 
see if he has available what’s 
not seen in legitimate the¬ 
atre.” 

Rev. Dave Rickard said, 
“I’m looking at the children’s 
side. I believe the morals and 
standards of our community 
are its life’s blood. ...It’s not 
in violation of the First 
Amendment (to the U.S. 
Constitution). We believe the 
public airways are being mis¬ 
used regarding program...In

ERA is not dead 

The June 30 expiration date of the Equal 
Rights Ammendment (ERA) has just passed 
but the backers of the amendment will not give 
up. 

Of course, women deserve the right to 
make as much money as men in identical— 
or as nearly Identical as possible—circum¬ 
stances. But it’s not here yet. 

Here we are at the end of the 20th century 
and yet women publishers and editors by and 
large are an oddity. Or at least that’s what 
people think. Inevitably, people single out my 
husband as the editor and are “eyebrows 
raised surprised” when he defers to me. 

Ali is not lost, however, even if ERA did not 
pass. Changes in society are beginning. 
Women are being “allowed” into areas where 
10 years ago they would not have been able to 
set foot. They are being hired for jobs that were 
once only allowed men, professions such as 
law and medicine. They are becoming invoived 
in politics and sports, are sitting on boards, 
councils, commissions when 10 years ago 
this would not have been the case. No, all is not 
lost. 

My birthplace, a small midwestern town, 
discontinued an extensive sports program for 
males so they could include females in the 
athletic program. This is the area of the world 
where sports activities bring more people out 
than any other activities. 

At first it must have been a shock to the 
young males in both the public schools and the 
college that golf for males would have to be 
dropped to make room for financing a basket¬ 
ball program for females. The males took the 
challenge and stepped aside. They enjoyed 
seeing the girls grow stronger physically and 
intellectually. 

Surprisingly the minority opposition to 
ERA seems to come from women even though 
most men at least give ERA lip service. I be¬ 
lieve they give the amendment more than lip 
service. I believe they are cheered that women 
want to use their brains, their talents. Few men 
want to see women “chained to the kitchen 
stove, barefoot and pregnant,” as the Jokes 
used to run. 

Now women and other proponents must 
move carefully toward the goal of another day’s 
passage of ERA. They know who the opposition 
is and they should do their successful lobbying 
for legislators to see that ratification Is not 
blocked again.

. . no nation can examine its early history 
with so little abatement of satifaction and pride 
as our own. We are not obliged to resort to fable 
for our origin, nor to conjecture for our pro¬ 
gress. The whole is spread before us in unfaded 
colors. Nor are we disgusted with a picture of 
former barbarism and cruelty. Our ancestors 
were not outcasts from civilized society — they 
sought these shores, not as a refuge from pun¬ 
ishment, but as an asylum for liberty. 

The Fourth of July remains a day of oration 
and observance to our pledge of liberty and as a 
people and as a nation, from the signing of the De¬ 
claration of Independence to the present day. We 
need to understand and feel a sense of continuity 
when liberty is still the goal of so many of the citi¬ 
zens of the world. 

We echo these sentiments.

Parade Grand Marshal 
Gertrude Gerke 



“1 really plan to write a book, a history book of 
Sierra Madre’s 100 years. I’d like to tell about how 
it was before the town was set. Of course, that is 
lots of research,” states Gertrude Gerke, grand mar¬ 
shal of Sierra Madre’s Independence Day Parade 
set for July 5 at 10 a.m. 

“How do I feel about being chosen to be grand 
marshal of the parade? Well, I’m pleased that people 
think I’m worthy of the honor although there are cer¬ 
tainly others who may be worthy, too.” 

Has her family come up with any special parties 
for the occasion? Her granddaughter is having a par¬ 
ty at her home in Altadena. “My daughter in Seal 
Beach said, ‘Mother, I’m proud of you’.” 

They have had other occasions to be proud of 
their mother. In 1979 she was recognized by L.A. 
County at its 14th Annual Older Americans Recog¬ 
nition Day. Her name is also synonymous with town 
history, as is indicated by her goal to write a Sierra 
Madre history book. 

And she completed “Reflections of Gertrude 
Spitz Gerke,” a collection of memories to accom¬ 
pany the Grandma Gerke Song Book, in December 
of 1977. 

Gertrude’s garden is always open for flowers. 

“I enjoy sharing my yard. Sometimes I give away my 
neighbors’ flowers, too,” she hunches her shoulders 
and laughs. “They always say ‘Pick what you want.’ 
After all, it’s good for the garden.'’ 

Her gigantic house is also a mUSeiim full of 
costumes equally open to the entire community. 

Need a feather hat from 1880? It’s there. How about 
a bowler or high collar? Just ask Gertude. 


What are her hobbies? “Which one?” she grins. 
“I enjoy baking cookies but seldom eat them. I give 
them away. What 1 really love to do is send greeting 
cards for birthdays and anniversaries. At Christmas 
I send several hundred cards to family members and 
friends. It gets rather expensive but I think friendship 
is worth the cost. I like to make people happy.” 

Surely there’s no time for anything else. 

“1 have a sewing group making things 
for retarded ciiildren and for a thrift shop. 

And I still sing in the choir at the 
Faith Lutheran Church. I keep thinking I’m going to 
retire. Then last week they asked me to teach Vaca¬ 
tion Bible School. I just don’t have the time. I like to 
make scrapbooks that delve into Sierra Madre his¬ 
tory. Again that’s when I have the time.” 

Parade Grand Marshal Gertrude Gerke was 
born Aug. 13,1902 in Milwaukee, Wis. to Amanda 
and Rudolph Spitz. She had curls with a ribbon bow 
when she was 5 and attended Auer Avenue School 
at age 7. She grew tall by the time she was 13 and 
even wore a swim suit but didn’t like to swim. Once 
she fell down while wading in the water along 
Lake Michigan beach and “Grandma’s Saint Ber¬ 
nard dog rescued me.” 

She was confirmed in the Gc.msn Lutheran 
Sarons Church, Wisconsin Synod Apr. 16, 19-6. 

Soon she was IS, and then 16, and her parents 
bought a car. She and her dad never did learn to 
drive, however. 

After graduating from Auer Avenue School she 
went to North Division High then attended the Mil¬ 
waukee School of Trades for Girls where she learned 
to sew and make hats. 

Even when she was 21 she dreamed of living in 
California. And it came to pass in July, 1923, when 
she moved to Los Angeles, staying at the Walther 
League Hospice, a Lutheran home-away-from- 
home. She worked at J.W. Robinson Store. 

And it was at the hospice that she met Carl H. 
Gerke. They were married Oct. 23, 1924. They 
moved to Sierra Madre in October, 1942, after their 
four children were born. 

“It was California’s Admission Day and Carl 
had the day off. He drove out to Sierra Madre to 
see the house on Mariposa and was impressed. 

After dinner that night we armed ourselves with 
flashlights and peeked through the windows. We 
moved in Oct. 28.” 

She and her husband went around the world 
and spent three months in Hawaii. They had good 
times with their children. Carl Gerke died Thanks¬ 
giving Day, Nov. 23, 1972 3tthe aS#'ttr75.
